What  can  be  more 
magnificent  than  an  arborescent  Dicksonia,  Cyathea,  or  Alsophila,  with  a 
trunk  seven  to  ten  or  twenty  feet  high,  and  a crest  of  graceful  fronds 
twenty  or  even  ten  feet  across  ? Or  what  more  interesting  than  to  watch 
Inc  developcinent  of  these  fronds  as  they  unfold  ?

Microlepia  Novae  Zealaildiae.  An  exquisite  fern,  with  highly  divided  and  very  elegant, 
shining,  fronds,  6 to  9 inches  high ; and  a creeping  hairy  rhizoma  which  in  general 
appearance  hears  considerable  resemblance  to  the  well  known  Trichomanes  radicans.

Cheilanthes  argentea.  A miniature  of  Cheilanthes  (Cassebeera)  farinosa.  Fronds 
silvery  white  beneath.
